Founder Dies 


SAN MATEO, Calif. “P)—Ama- 
i Peter Giannini, boy produce 
| peddler who fought his way up to 
| become the werld’s biggest banker, 
} died today of a heart ailment. He 
was 79, and had been ill with a 
cold for a month. 

The veteran of a thousand feuds, 
the founder of the vast Bank of 
America once told interviewers: 
“Shucks, I'm just a roughneck. I 
left school and went to work when 
I was 12. Why, I was brought up 
on the waterfront.” 

But he fought on the side of 
|the solid little people of the ex- 
| panding West Coast. And by 1946, 

jhis Bank of America was the 
; world’s biggest, with assets top- 
ping $5,765,000,000. It had grown 
to 500 branches, most of them in 
California. 


“Got So Damn Mad” 


The banking chain was started, 
he had explained, because he “got 
so damn mad” at directors of the 
little bank in which he first was 
active. They didn't favor some of 
his go-getter policies, so he started 
a bank of his own. It was the 
Bank of Italy, established Oct. 17, 
1904. 

“They used to say I was undig- 
nified,"” he recalled. “Old fogies! 
I say if you want something, you 
may as well go after it.” 

It was a policy he had followed 
since he launched his business 
career as a boy peddler—in the 
produce business with his step- 
father. 

The big, solid, heavy-voiced son 
of Italian immigrants wasn't all 
business, however. He always said 
his “best bargain’ was Clorinda 
Cuneo. He married her when he 
was 22, in 1892. She died in 1941.

What justification is there for 
such optimism in view of Rus- 
sia-West clashes in Europe, and 
the sweep of the Moscow-inspir- 
ed Communists in China? 

There are plenty of signs that 
the dangers of world war have 
receded greatly in recent weeks. 


‘ihe echi-f reason is that the 
Communist drive westward 
across Liurope has been stop- 


ped by the power of the demo- 
cracies’ counter-offensive. Not 
only has it been stopped but it 
has very largely spent its 
force and is without the sinews 
for recovery. 

But what of China, which 
houses close to a quarter cf 
the world’s population and is 
possessed cf vast natural re- 
sources? Is there no danger in 
that situation ? 

China certainly does present 
grave dangers, but at this stage 
they are more ideological than 
military. Tt is quite in the 
cards that Russia, even though 
dominating that vast country 
politically, would find it a white 
elephant. 

China, while potentially a 
great power, is backward and 
undeveloped. From the military 
aspec’s she would involve heavy 
expenditures for development.

Europe nor the Orient hold 
threats of another world war 
in anything like the near fu- 
ture. Perhaps as Churchill 
says, it may be averted forever. 

But this docsn’t mean the 
struggle between Communism 
and Democracy is drawing to a 
close. It will continue, but 
along ideological lines rather 
than as a “shooting war’’—at 
at least so long as the Allies 
heer: themselves militarily 
strong as a preventive. 

It remains to be seen wheth- 
er the democracies are as g@od 
with ideas as they are with 
guns. Fer the conflict will be 
won or lost with ideas. Gen- 
eral Dwight D. Eisenhower pin- 
ned that down yesterday in his 
first commencement address as 
president of Columbia  univer- 
sity. Said he: 

“In the yetrs ahead of you 
graduates, the fundamental
